When It A Man Dead! 

Dr. Alexis Carrel, of the Rocks-, 
feller Institute for Medical Research, 
has startled the medical world by 
transferring a cat's heart, stomach 
and kldneya to his laboratory, and 
keeping them alive for 104 days. At 
last leport, the heart was still beat- 
ing, the stomach dlgesfng and the 
kidneys performing their fnnctions 
as well as ever. If this may be 
done with a oat's organs, why not 
with a aaan's? If so' when would It 
be proper to consider the man dead? 
What is a man, anywat? 

Thomas A. Rdlson says, "A man's 
intelligence is the avgregate Intelli- 
gence of the Innumerable cella which 
form him, just as the Intelligence of 
a community Is the aggregate intel- 
ligence of the men and women who 
constitute It. If you cut yt ur baud 
it bleeds, thus von lose cells. That 
is as If a city had lost some of Its 
inhabitants." 

Mr. EJIson's terms seem appro- 
priate. Human skill Is related to 
human intelligence. The man who 
r.an lost his hands has less Intelll- 
igeuce, less opportunity and less 
skill than previously. A whole 
vlllege of people devoid of the sense* 
of hearing, taste, smell and touch' 
would be a verv unintelligent coni- 
niuirtty. If one loses a lew drops of 
blood it makes no preceptible Im- 
pression upon his intelligence; If he 
lose a quart. faiutnaBS, stupor mav 
be expected. This proves that the 
loss of even a few drops Is REALLY 
a loss of vital power and hence of 
intelligence in some degree. 

The Script r -n defination of man 
is found in Genesis 2:7, "The Lord 
God formed man (all of bis innum- 
erable cells) of the dust of tbe 
grouud, and breathed into bis 
nostrils the breath of life (Heb. 
caivah, lives— the same kind of 
breatli that sustains the lives of all 
other breathing creatures)aud (as a 
result of this union of properly form- 
ed cells, with the animating princi- 
ple er power or "spirit" of lives) 
man become (it does not say man 
received) a living soul (Nephesh, 
sentiment being— the same word 
rendered "Living creature" in 
Genesis 1:24.) It follows, logically, 
that a mau Is not dead, i. e„ the 
soul Is not dead (Exeklel 18:4, 20: 
laslah 68:10. 12) until the last cell of 
the man has ceased to be animated. 
The period from thence to his 
resurrection is figuratively styled 
sleep. Daniel 12:2.

AMERICAN RELIEF COM- 
MITTEE AT WORK 

Washington, Feb. 20.-Rapidly the 
Mexican capital Is returning to 
normal conditions, according to 
Ambassador Wilson's reports receiv- 
ed at the state department today. 
Quiet prevails and the police resum- 
ed their duties and It is possible 
now to remit money through the 
batiks from America to persons in 
need lu Mexico. 

Whether quiet conlltions will 
continue isconjec'ural. The general 
opinion Is that the rebel leaders In 
the North will refuse to recognise 
the new gove/rnment and have to be 
subdued, unless officers are given 
them as au inducement to quit. It is 
presumed that Zapata and his forces 
will continue their guerilla warfare. 

Yesterday General Huerta inform. 
edA mbassador Wilson that Oustava 
Madero had been killed without 
orders by soldiers. Is was stated, 
however, that he had Joined Presi- 
dent Madero In au attempt to 
assassinate him (Huerta.) 

The disturbing cloud Is the action 
of congress on the state of Coahulla 
in refusing on constitutional grounds 
to recognize the authority of Huerta. 
They are preparing armed resistance 
and are appealing to other states for 
support. 

Although quiet prevails by day tbe 
ambassador reports mauy looters 
abroad by night. The American em- 
bassy relief committee is actively re- 
lieving sufferers atr.oug the sick, ' 
wounded aud destitute. 

Consuls report anti-American feel- 
lug subsiding in the states where the 
circulation of false statements con- 
cerning plans of the United States 
has aroused enmity. The populate in 
Ciudad Porflrio Diaz appears v lndlf- 
ferent over tbe results of Mexico 
City .samno ts quieted. News of the 
change was received with great joy 
in Durango, where tbe governor and 
federal commander assured Consul 
Hamm they would accept the Hnerta 
government. 

Federal and local officials in Vera 
Cruz promised Consul Canada that 
order will be maintained. Consul Ed- 
ward says Ciudad Juarez is qtuetaiid 
that the news from the national cap- 
ital was received with little surprise. 
He said nothing had been heard from 
the rebels in the uutlylng districts 
whose actions might make the future 
problematical.
